By the lait Foreign Mails, there came Advice, ‘that two large Men ot War lately 
put to Sea from} Toulon, and feveral others were getting readyin that Harbour 
with the utmoit Diligence, inorder to goto Tunis and Tripoli to obtain Satis- 
faGion for the ill Treatment of fome French Veflels by the Corfairs of thefe two 
Ports,who ’tis faid, took out of one of the faid Veflels near 20000 Pieces of Eighr. 

Some Accounts fron Italy fay, that a Negociation was on Foot between the 
Courts of Madrid and Turin, and that the King of Sardinia had ordered his Vice- 
roy to fend to Barcelona all thofe Pieces ef Ordinance which he finds in the liland 
marked with the Arms of Spain. The Imperialifts have augmented and reinfore’d

Great Bricain was ftill detained by contrary Winds at Helvoitfluis, but 
was in ‘very good Health, and had difpatched thence an Exprefs to Hanover; 
and that Count Staremberg the Imperial Ambafiador had received another from 
Vienna. ‘That the French Minifter at the Ruffian Court was treating for vaft 
Quantities of Timber to build Ships of War for the Service of the King his 
Matter. 

That the Czar finding a War was unavoidable with the Ottoman Porte, was 
very folicitous to renew his Alliance, particularly with the Roman, Emperor;
